Revenue; City Gets $122,785 


Navarro County Commissioners this morning 


voted unanimously to invest its $83,284 federal 
revenue sharing check on a 30-day certificate of 
deposit until the commissioners' court decides 
what to do with the money. 


County Auditor Johnny George presented the 


check to County Judge Kenneth Douglas during 
the commission meeting this morning, saying it 
had just arrived in the mail. 


Douglas noted that Navarro County was 


originally supposed to receive about $114,000 
under the revenue sharing program and com- 
mented, "It goes to show that he that giveth also 
can taketh away." 


The commissioners established a Navarro 


County Revenue Sharing Trust Fund from which 
the money will be used for projects to be decided 
later. 


The City of Corsicana received its revenue 


check also Monday in the amount of $122,785. 
City officials had said previously first planned 
use of these monies will be in the area of street 
maintenance and improvements. 


Post Office Here To Be 
Open Saturday Morning 


Postmaster W.C. Galloway announced 


Thursday service windows will be open for all 
services this Saturday until noon. On Saturday, 
Dec. 23, windows will not be open. 


Postmaster Galloway urged immediate 


mailing of all domestic Christmas cards and 
parcels. 


"Although most of the suggested mailing dates 


for domestic holiday mail have past" he said, 
"every effort will be made to deliver by 
Christmas Eve all cards, gifts and other holiday 
mail deposited within the next few days." 


"In view of these reports and the excellent 


cooperation received from early mailers so far 
this year, we are confident that holiday mail 
deposited immediately will still be delivered in 
time for Christmas," Mr. Galloway said. 


Earlier this year, the Postal Service urged the 


public to mail as early as possible and an- 
nounced a series of recommended mailing dates 
to insure delivery in time for Christmas. 


The last suggested mailing date is Thursday, 


December 21, for mailing domestic airmail 
greeting cards within the 48 "mainland" states. 
The lates suggested date for airmail to Alaska 
and Hawaii is December 20. 


"In extending our commitment to make every 


possible effort to deliver all holiday mail on 
time—even though most suggested deadlines are 
past—we hope the general public will respond 
accordingly," Mr. Galloway said. 


Flap Fails To Remove 


Atom Symbol from Tree 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Something of a 


flap over the ornament which crowns the 
national Christmas tree near the White 
House has fallen short of its goal of 
replacing the atomic symbol of peace with 
a moretraditional star. 


When Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 


presses a button to light the tree at dusk 
Friday, the ornament will be there—a 
spherical decoration made up of four 
circles lighted with 120 bulbs and, in its 
center, a brighter bulb of 500 watts. 


John T. Suter, an architect and designer 


for the General Electric Co. who designed 
the lighting for the 70-foot tree, has said 
the outer rings symbolize the many 
peoples of the world and the inner light 
stands for the large glow of hope for peace. 


Arthur J. Lamb, director of special 


events for the Park Service, told a reporter 
his office talked to an estimated 35 to 40 
callers, most of whom dropped their ob- 
jections when told there has not been a 
traditional star on top of the tree since 
1964. 


The crowning ornaments, he said, have 


included representations of ice cream 
cones, teardrops, snowflakes and pointed 
objects with flowers. He said there is no 
plan to change the atomic symbol, which 
resembles the path of electrons around a 
nucleus.

"Last year our production was 
just under 2.5 million pounds, and 
poundage this year will exceed 
2.6 million," 
Vice-President 


Norman (Buddy) Shaw said 
Wednesday. 


Fruitcake production for his 


holiday season began Oct. 3 and 
has been steadily building up to 
fill orders from all 50 states and 
every country in the world. 


Beginning today, the bakery 


will schedule production on a 
day-to-day basis to fill orders 
which arp ejected to taper off 
around Dec. 16 for Christmas 
deliveries. That doesn't mean the 
bakery won't he turning out 
fruitcakes—they are made year 
round, baking once or twice a 
week to fill orders. 


Oddly enough, January is the 


bakery's third best month of 
production. This is attributed to 


people placing their own orders 
after receiving fruitcakes as 
gifts. 


To meet the demand, the firm 


has a "fruitcake season" work 
force of more than 700, including 
300 employes "upstairs" who 
process the orders and a 
production crew of 400. This year 
Coliin Street has a branch office 
set up in Waco where another 75 
women are processing orders 
that come in daily by mail from 
throughout the world. 


The bakery is proud that its 


product—the only fruitcake ever 
to win the Gourmet Award—has 
brought 
to 
Corsicana 
the 


reputation of being the fruitcake 
capitol of the world. Each year, 
newspapers, magazines and 
television stations do stories on 
the production process. 


As a matter of fact, Shaw 


reported, the bakery is to be the 
subject today of a featurette by a 
Temple TV station. 


Coliin Street ships out its 


product every conceivable way 
and by today had trucked 


millions of cakes to eight post 
offices for re-distribution from 
Los Angeles, Oaklawn, Denver, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Chicago, 
Atlanta and New York. 


Corsicana's post office is not 


large enough to handle the huge 
volume, but the post office still 
gets credit and has a local can- 
cellation on fruitcakes dispat- 
ched through the Corsicana post 
office. The cakes are taken by 
truck to the Fort Worth mail 
terminal and distributed from 
there with a Corsicana postmark. 


Shaw couldn't estimate what 


the postage bill amounts to but 
acknowledged it is one of the 
bakery's largest expenses in 
getting the product delivered to 
the customer or gift recipient of 
cakes.

Street Bakery's fruitcake just 
keeps going on and on, growing in 
numbers and pounds year after 
year.

To Rabid Skunk 


Police Chief Don Massey warned the public Thursday to 


keep close watch on pet dogs after two skunks killed 
earlier this month by private citizens were confirmed to 
have rabies when subjected to veterinary laboratory 
analysis. 


Chief Massey said one housewife presently is taking 


rabies shots as a precautionary measure after being 
scratched on the hand by her dog which had been bitten by 
one of the skunks. 


Both skunks were shot Dec. 6 by private citizens who 


took the animals to Carroll and Harper Veterinary Clinic 
which had confirming lab analysis made. 


Chief Massey said Animal Warden George Burch was 


sent out Wednesday to alert neighbors after skunks had 
been killed by Roy Deskin, 1418 Ann Arbor., and by James 
Franks, 220 E. Drane. 


According to the investigation of the incidents the 


Deskins' had their dog put to sleep after it was bitten by 
the skunk, and Mrs. Deskin has begun taking anti-rabies 
shots after being scratched on the hand by the pet. 


Chief Massey said it had not been determined that the 


skunk killed by Franks had bitten any dogs, but the night 
it was shot by him it was trying to get into a fenced en- 
closure housing some dogs. The Franks have their dog at 
a veterinarian's clinic under observation. 


Citizens should notify the police department or Warden 


Burch immediately if their dogs act strangely, or skunks 
are seen and suspected of having attacked pets.

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TRINITY TALKS CONTINUE: 


Area Officials Attending 
FairfielcT Trinity Hearing

FAIRFIELD — In spite of a cold front and 


downpouring of rain, a large group crowded into 
the Fairfield High School auditorium this 
morning to present and hear environmental 
statements on the proposed Trinity River multi- 
purpose project. 


The Fairfield meeting, third in a series called 


by the Army Corps of Engineers for the purpose 
of hearing a wide range of opinions on the Trinity 
project, began shortly after 10 a.m. with an in- 
troduction of guests by Lt. Col. Hewitt, Ft. Worth 
district deputy engineer. 


Present at the meeting were representatives 


from most area towns including Navarro County 
Commissioners Arlon Simmons, Ellis Mon- 
tgomery and Homer McNabb. From other area 
towns were Teague Mayor Earle Long, Kerens 
Mayor Stoner Baker, Leon County Judge W. A. 
Plunket, Henderson County Judge Winston 
Reagan, and Kaufman County Commissioner 
Howell Couch. 


Also present were the mayors of Kaufman, 


Huntsville and Centerville and. a number of other 
representatives.

Today the final hearing un- 


winds at Fairfield in the middle 
portion of the Trinity following 
Wednesday's testimony near 
the

Tuesday's at Arlington where 
the Trinity forms. 


Wednesday's hearing seemed 


to split between the people who 
live upstream on the Trinity 
and who welcome flood control, 
canalization and the industry it 
will bring and those who live 
downstream and fear more pol- 
lution from industralization. 


Representatives from pollu- 


tion-concious Houston and Gal- 
veston turned out to condemn 
the Corps plans for the Trinity, 
leaving J. C. Smith of Liberty, 
who favors the plan, to suggest 


"these erudite gentlemen from 
Houston and Galveston" should 
go back where they came from. 


Speakers from such groups 


as the Sierra Club, the National 
Audubon Society, Save Our 
Shores of Galveston and the 
Citizens Environmental Coali- 
tion of Houston all said they 
were afraid of increased pollu- 
tion from industry and oil spills 
on a revamped Trinity. 


They also said restriction of 


the flow of water and nutrients 
because of dams and canal 
locks would kill the multi-mil- 
lion commercial fishing in- 
dustry in the Gulf by ruining 
breeding grounds in Trinity and 
Galveston Bays. 


Guy K. Jackson of Anahuac, 


a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the Trinity River Au- 
thority which strongly backs 
canalization, angrily replied 
that the Corps should consider 
the cost of "buying all the 
flood-prone land around the 
Trinity River bottom." Jackson 


said flood after flood has hit his 
area and people there need 
help "even if we will kill a 
small amount, and I mean a 
very small amount of shrimp." 


The Corps of Engineers is 


holding the series of hearings 
before drawing up a general 
statement about the possible 
impact of the project on the en- 
vironment. 


The hearings came after en- 


vironmentalists filed a lawsuit 
in federal court in Houston in 
September of 1971 over the 
building of the Wallisville res- 
ervoir, between Liberty and 
Anahuac. 


The environmentalists claim 


the Corpb is alleiupting lo de- 
velop the Trinity River fashion 
piecemeal, without filing an 
overall environmental impact 
statement. The Wallisville dam, 
authorized under different leg- 
islation than the proposed ca- 
nalization, does contain one of 
the 20 locks that would be 


needed to lift barges uphill on a 
voyage to Dallas. 


Although over 16 months old, 


the environmentalist's request 
for a temporary injunction to 
stop the building of the Wallis- 
ville dam pending a full lawsuit 
has not been heard and the 
dam is now over 75 per cent 
complete. 


At Wednesday's hearing U.S. 


Rep. 
Bob Eckhardt, D-Tex.,. 


who frequently can be found in 
the ranks of the environmental- 
ists, told members of the Corps 
he doubts that they really listen 
when the people talk. 


The Houston Democrat said 


he has not made up his mind 
about the Trinity project, and 
is also not sure that environ- 
mental public hearings are 
heeded. 


"I have begun to wonder it 


public hearings such as this one 


. are every really considered," 


Eckhardt said. "Or is it just a 
matter of going through a proc- 


ess." 


Eckhardt, who said he be- 


lieves 
canalization of

Trinity will seriously harm 
commercial fishing in the Gulf, 
said most of the environmental- 
ism espoused by the Corps 
leads to evaporate when they 
start moving dirt. 


"I have found a great deal

stages," he said. 


One who urged the' Corps to 


get cracking on the project was 
Warren G. Clark Jr. of Ana- 
huac, a board member of the 
Chambers County navigation 
district. 


"We are at the crossroads of 


development on the Trinity," 
Clark said. "If the Trinity is 
left in its natural state in would 
be a disastrous decision. I do 
not believe we can turn back."

S. Lehmann, chairman of the 
water supply and conservation

Chamber of Commerce said 
with the Houston-Galveston 
area forecast to have

million people in 50 years, the 
area will need all the water it 
can get, including that stored in 
the proposed dams on the 
Trinity.

From Biceps 


PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) 
- 


The naval hospital here has 
started a program to defoliate 
sailors who want to be parted 
from their tattoos. 


"Death Before Dishonor" is 


disappearing 
from 
forearms, 


and the scantily clad hula girl 
has danced her last on many a 
muscular arm. 


The U.S. Naval Hospital is 


using a process—salabrasion— 
to sink the sailing vessels, 
defeather the eagles and heal 
the daggered heart. Ordinary 
salt is used to rub away several 
layers of skin and eliminate the 
imbedded tattoo dye. 


It's painful. 
'"I didn't know it was going 


to hurt so much'—that's how 
most of the guys responded to 
the first 
treatement," says 


Gary Barker, a hospital corps- 
man who does the work under 
a doctor's direction. 


Barker worked on 20 people 


this year, including a young 
woman who had the name Bob- 
by tattooed on her arm. She 
was going to marry a guy 
named Fred. 


Body tattoos are difficult to 


remove by salabrasion, Barker 
said, because of pain in thin- 
skinned areas and problems in 
controlling infection. 


The pain conies from the rub- 


bing technique and literally 
lidding salt to the wound. 


"It stings," said Danny Wis- 


niewski, 36, a 19-year Navy 
veteran from Baltimore, as one 
of Barker's co-workers, corps- 
ni.li) Edward Barycki, dipped 
his gauze-covered finger into 
water and salt and continued 
rubbing Uie aviation boatswain 
mate's arm. 


"When you first started, it 


stung, but now it's going dead," 
Wisniewski said. Barker ex- 
plained that the salt is some- 
what anesthetic and deadens 
the rubbing area. 


Wisniewski, who was having 


tattoos of a sailor and a pan- 
ther removed from his arms 
after 16 years, presented a spe- 
cial problem. Earlier surgery 
liad failed to do the job com- 
pletely, so the corpsman was 
taking care not to rub the scar 
tissue. 


Barker also had a tough job 


with 37-year-old David Holt, a 
chief petty officer from Colum- 
bus, Ohio, whose tattooed eagle 
is resisting removal. The first 
half-hour rub didn't do the job. 
Neither did the second. After 
the third treatment, the eagle 
dissolved into a ciark, crusty 
splotch. 


Holt and the eagle were 


together for 17 years, and he's 
glad it's going. "I'd thought 
about having it done for 10 
years, but I didn't like the 
procedures until this one came 
along." 


The procedure was developed 


several years ago by Dr. F. M. 
Crittenden Jr., then head of the 
hospital's dermatology section 
and now a civilian with a prac- 
tice in West Palm Beach, Fla. 


Salt had been used earlier as 


an abrasive, but Crittenden im- 
proved the procedure for re- 
duced treatment time and bet- 
ter results, Barker said. 


Barker's boss/ Capt, ..Bernett 


Johnson, the,present derjuatolo- 
g> chief, says salabrasion is 
preferable to surgery because 
it eliminates .scarring. 


But he doesn't think the 


procedure is perfect. "Some- 
times you get good results, and 
sometimes you don't."

The ordinary American with 


a little extra money and a lot 
of questions has, therefore, to 
search about for answers and 
then, somewhat futilely, hope 
lie can integrate them into a 
meaningful, logical financial 
program. 


But some headway is being 


made. A few brokerage houses 
now are looking toward the day 
when their personnel will be 
taken 
off commissions 
and 


greatly upgraded in skills so 
that they will be able to serve 
as financial advisers. 


Insurance 
companies 
too 


foresee the day when the agent 
might fulfill 
that role. And 


some lawyers seek to be such 
broadly skilled professionals, 
although people of such abili- 
ties usually can find wealthier 
clients. 


Perhaps the response with 


the greatest potential emanates 
from the commercial banks, 
many 
of 
which 
advertise 


themselves as "full service" 
banks and some of which offer 
40 or more different services. 


Some of these now are going 


in for the personal banking con- 
cept; As one, the United Bank 
of Denver, a pioneer, states: 


"You 
have a personal physi- 


cian, 
a 
personal 
attorney, 


maybe a personal stockbroker. 
Now you can have a personal 
banker." 


This is good news for the cus- 


tomer, who is often shunted 
from one department to anoth- 
er in large commercial banks. 


At United — and at Harris 


Bank ,& Trust, Chicago, and at 
North Carolina's largest, the 
Wachovia Bank, among others 
— a customer may be assigned 
his own banker, and it is this 
person to whom he goes with 
business of any kind. 


The personal banker has un- 


dergone , a!" training .program 
and, while not an expert in all 
areas of finance, has some un- 
derstanding of them and knows 
who in the bank to ask for spe- 
cialized advice. And, of course, 
he knows the customer's finan- 
cial condition and goals. 


The program, while helping 


the customer, is paying imme- 
diate dividends for the banks, 
too. 


United Bank, for example, 


found that personal checking 
accounts rose 18.5 per cent just 
a year after it began its pro- 
gram in January 1970, but it 
measures even more benefits in 
the .form of good will, payable 
in the future. 


Other banks have been so 


fascinated by the concept that 
United Bank now runs confer- 
ences for other banks consid- 
ering the switch.

a specially staged rat race over 
the obstacle course. 


Fifty-five 
beginning psy- 


chology students trained the 
rats. 


Some students put in from 30 


to 50 hours on the project, often 
working in their spare time, 
Monti said. 


First step is to get the rate to 


"The rats learn to 
press the bar first before he 
learns other responses," Monti 
said. The rate is rewarded with 
food when he presses the bar. 


"The animal first learns how 


to press the bar, then he's 
taught to make other responses 
only when the light is on" in 
the rat's -box, Monti said.

criminative stimulus which 
tells the animal he is doing ^!Je 
right thing at the right time. 
Using the light and the bar for 
the initial response, we can 
teach them to do almost any- 
thing," Monti said.

"He said something to me 


that I am always going to re- 
member; 'Get one thing clear, 
Kenny, I'm 43 years old, and 
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I'm the healthiest candidate for 
president in the country, and 
I'm not going to die in office.*' 


During the 1960 presidential 


campaign, the authors report, 
Kennedy did vocal exercises to 
preserve his voice. One of those 
exercises called for him to bark 
like a dog for 30 minutes every 
morning. Kennedy took to doing 
this in the bathtub. 


"The first time that we heard 


the strange animal sounds com- 
ing from the bathroom, Dave 
(Powers) opened the door to 
see what was happening. Ken- 
nedy looked at him from the 
tub, embarrassed. ll heard a

funny noise/ Dave said, 'and I 
thought there was a seal in the 
tub.' For the next few weeks

wo had to make up excuses 
when an early morning visitor 
at our hotel room asked what 
was going on in the bathroom." 


What the authors add to the 


already considerable Kennedy 
literature is a personal view 
only close pals could have. He

occasionally,

sports, was entranced by celeb- 
rities, and remembered others 
even at moments of personal 
travail. 


When Patrick Bouvier Kenne- 


dy was born prematurely in 
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August 1963, Kennedy stayed at 
the Boston hospital where the 
baby was taken. 


Awakened early one morning 


because the baby's condition 
was worse, Kennedy, 
while 


waiting for an elevator, saw a 
child who had been severely 
burned. He asked the mother's 
name, Powers said, then wrote 
a note of sympathy and encour- 
agement to her. 


Two hours later, the Kennedy 


baby died. Powers was with the 
president. "He went upstairs to 
the room where he had been 
sleeping, sat on the bed and 
wept."
